Radio Replacement 


By Price Ceilings 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Specific 
dollars-and-cents wholesale and retail 
ceiling prices for new standard radio 
replacement tubes for civilian radios 
and phonographs were announced 
May 15 by the OPA. 

These specific prices effective May 
20, 1944, reflect those prevailing in 
the industry during March, 1942. 
Wholesalers and retailers may charge 
less than the ceiling prices listed. 

OPA’s action also specified maxi- 
mum service charges for testing 
radio receiver tubes when brought 
to a shop. No charge may be made 
by a dealer or repairman for testing 
tubes when they are brought to his 
shop by a customer, because no 
charge was customarily made for 
this service. However, when a cus- 
tomer brings a portable or table 
model radio or phonograph to a deal- 
er’s or repairman’s shop for tubes 
to be tested or replaced, the dealer 
or repairman may charge a maxi- 
mum of 50 cents for testing all of 
‘the tubes in the set. 

If the radio or phonograph mecha- 
nism has to be removed in order to 
test and replace the tube, the dealer 
or repairman may charge a maxi- 
mum of $1.00 for testing all of the 
tubes.

manufacturer’s Federal excise tax 
which became effective on Oct. 1, 
1941. The April 1, 1944 Federal ex- 
cise tax does not apply to radio 
receiver tubes. 

The amendment requires those re- 
tailers who in March, 1942, purchased 
radio receiver tubes from a manu- 
facturer to sell at no more than 
their highest March, 1942, prices for 
the particular “private brand” or 
“national brand tube,” provided that 
the prices do not exceed the specific

Dollars-and-cents prices which re- 
tailers will pay as set in today’s 


action are computed on the basis of 
| discounts off the retail price list and 
| are graduated according to the 

quantity sold. This system was 
found to be most generally prevalent 
in the trade, and therefore was 
adopted by the Office of Price 
Administration. This means that a 
retailer buying a large quantity of 
tubes from a wholesaler would pay 
less per tube than another retailer 
buying a smaller quantity. 

In selling to retailers, it is pro- 
vided that wholesalers must make 
out sales slips, receipts, invoices, or 
some other evidence of sale, showing 
the name and address of the seller, 
the purchaser, the date of sale, and 
the quantity, type, and price of the 
tubes purchased. Purchasers are re- 
quired by the regulation to keep 
these receipts and sellers to keep 
copies of them.

sons, and then only if ice refrigera- 
tion equipment cannot be used. 

Consideration is given to written 
applications (on Form WPB-882) for 
household mechanical refrigerators 
for food preservation purposes at 
Army and Navy camps, posts, and 
ships’ service stores; for military, 
governmental, professional, institu- 
tional, or industrial use in the stor- 
age of vaccines, serums, biologicals, 
and blood plasma; for research and 
testing laboratories developing criti- 
cal materials or products to be used 
directly in connection with the war 
program for the storage of materials 
which cannot be preserved at normal 
atmospheric temperatures; and for 
similar essential uses. 

In addition, applications from own- 
ers or operators of certain war 
housing projects are given considera- 
tion if accompanied by a statement 
from the claimant agency concerned 
that the quantity of ice available is 
insufficient or that no ice delivery 
service is available. * 

It is possible that even more rigid 
criteria may have to be established, 
and releases both to the armed 
forces and to the home front may 
have to be restricted still further, so 
that refrigeration needs of the 


‘utmost essentiality can be met from 


the frozen stockpile until such time 
as production of household mechani- 
cal refrigerators can be resumed, 
WPB said. 

Pending the successful ‘outcome of 
the war in Europe, it is impossible 
to obtain a clear estimate of the 
amount of labor, materials, and fa- 
cilities that may be taken out of war 
production and used for refrigerator 
production, WPB said.

2 More Dry Ice ‘Fields’ 
Found In California 


SAN FRANCISCO — Discovery of 
two new extensive deposits of natural 
carbon dioxide near here may lead to 
greater use of “dry ice,” but the 
propect for additional dry ice this 
year through exploitation of these 
new resources is unlikely, reports 
the California Division of Mines, 
whose field surveys disclosed the 
presence of the gas. 

There are already some 50 carbon 
dioxide wells in California, but the 
chief source of supply is the artificial 
industry producing gas from burning 
of coke, coal, and natural gases. 

Supplies of dry ice are expected to 
fall short of demands again this 


summer, because military needs and. 


greatly increased requirements of 
war plants are absorbing 50% of 
present production. COz2 finds con- 
siderable industrial use for shrinking 
and processing of metals, and in the 
gaseous form it serves to inflate 
collapsible life saving rafts carried 
by airplanes and ships. 

Of its some 50 applications now, 
best possibility for increased postwar 
use is said to be in fire-fighting.

Everybody Wants to be 
A Dealer After War 


DETROIT—More and more people 
want to ride the expected postwar 
boom in durable consumer goods by 
selling refrigerators, vacuum clean- 
ers, other appliances, automobiles, 
trucks, etc., states the “Wall Street 
Journal” following a _ survey of 
manufacturers here. 


Three explanations for the wide- 
spread desiré to obtain franchises 
are advanced by automobile industry 
executives: 

1. Sales after the war _ should 
reach high points following’ the 
“drouth” of the war years. 

2. Retailers in other lines, such as 
clothing and groceries, who can see 
no similiar sales boom in their lines, 
want to participate in the profitable 
durable goods market. 

3. Many people who have saved 
some money during the war see the 
chance to satisfy the old desire to 
“get into business for themselves.” 

However, auto leaders, at least, 
says the “Journal,” will be extremely 
cautious about handing out fran- 
chises indiscriminately. ‘Why repeat 
the old mistake of opening sales 
points in every second city block and 
then watch them close down by the 
dozens in the leaner years ahead,” 
say industry executives. 

The auto industry points out, too, 
that it still has a strong dealer setup 
despite the business casualties since 
Pearl Harbor. Prewar dealers num- 
bered some 44,000, and at present 
there are still about 32,000.

Prices Set on Used 
Portable Washers 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Sales of 
used portable or “baby” washing ma- 
chines and other non-typical used 
models, together with rental rates for 
washing machines other than on a 
monthly basis to individual users, and 
tagging of machines offered for sale 
or rent, are affected by changes an- 
nounced May 16 by the Office of 
Price Administration in the maxi- 
mum price regulation covering used 
domestic washing machines. 


By the action, effective May 20, 
1944, “baby” portable washers are 
placed under coverage of the General 
Maximum Price Regulation by which 
dealers use March, 1942 prices. A 
“baby” portable washing machine is 
one having a maximum operating 


capacity of six gallons of water or . 


two pounds of dry clothes. These 
washers are excluded from specific 
pricing under the used washing ma- 
chine regulation (MPR 372) because 
of the limited number offered for 
sale and the large number of classifi- 
cations that would be required if they 
were to be covered. 

Persons who sell other non-typical 
machines, as, for example, an early 
model with a centrifugal dryer but 
without the usual automatic drain, 
will apply to the OPA in Washington 
for a price. Such washers do not fall 
into any of the classes defined in the 
regulation and require special pricing 
treatment. The formulae used by the 
OPA Washington office in those 
cases will follow as closely as possible 
those previously used in establishing 
the prices in the regulation. 

Weekly rentals are set specifically 
at $1.50 for the first week and $1.00 
for each week thereafter. Monthly 
rentals ($4.50 for the first month; 
$3.50 for each month thereafter) are 
already provided in the regulation. 
Although weekly rentals are less 
common than monthly, OPA found 
it necessary to set the specific weekly 
rates to accommodate recent changes 
in renting practices. The new rates 
are consistent with the monthly rates 
based on March, 1942 price levels. 

The amendment also contains a 
prohibition against sales or rental 
tags being attached to the lid of a 
machine. This precaution is neces- 
sary since washer lids are frequently 
interchangeable. When a tagged lid 
is placed on a different machine, the 
tag becomes incorrect. 

Other changes made include clari- 
fying the coverage of transactions 
under the regulation; inserting the 
standard credit charge provisions; 
prohibiting over-ceiling purchase in 
the course of trade or business; and 
making clear when the ceiling price 
for sales with a guarantee applies to 
consumer-to-consumer sales. 


Some Copper Restored 
To Heating Equipment 


WASHINGTON, D. C.— Limited 
restoration of copper and copper 
base alloy products to replace steel 
in the manufacture of specified items 
of extended surface heating equip- 
ment, including blast-hearing coils, 
convectors, and unit heaters, was 
announced May 16 by WPB. 

The action, effected by amend- 
ment of Conservation Order M-9-c, is 
expected to result in a saving of ap- 
proximately 350,000 man-hours a 
year. Need for emergency repairs 
and replacements will be greatly re- 
duced, WPB officials said, while ap- 
proximately 50% in manufacturing 
time will be saved by use of copper 
in place of the substitute materials 
previously required. 


Bendix Plans for Half 
Million Sales Yearly 


SOUTH BEND, Ind.—Anticipating 
a market for at least 500,000 of its 
home laundry units in the first post- 
war years, Bendix Home Appliances, 
Inc. is planning a new factory at 
Clyde, Ohio, J. S. Sayre, president, 
told distributors at a recent series 
of meetings in key cities. 

Company and independent surveys 
have revealed this market, Mr. Sayre 
said, in commenting on the fact that 
the best prewar sales year was 125,- 
000 units. Sales increase will call 
for the lining up of several thousand 
additional dealers and the training 
of 6,000 to 10,000 retail salesmen, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sayre. Bendix deal- 
ers before the war employed approxi- 
mately 3,500 salesmen. 

The Bendix Home Laundry Insti- 
tute, headed by Edwina S. Nolan, 
is to play an important role in the 
company’s merchandising, distribu- 
tors were told.
